They unanimously 
dseldsd to: (A) Protest formally against this arbitrary measure, which 
is not within the terms of tha armistice; (B) Propose that the Snaaiana 
exempt mothers with children under 4 years, workers essential to the 
‘oombinsd war effort of the USSR and Romania, and persona not belonging 
to German ethnic groupa; (C) If exemptions are not granted, to comply 
with the original order, pointing out that Inmania is a snail country and 
is incapable of opposing the order; (D) Present a formal memnrendnm to 
the Rnaslans stating these points,
